Urban  District  Council. 

Councillor  Mrs,  Mellor  and  C-entlemen, 

This  is  my  twenty-second  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of 
the  Urban  District. 

The  chief  features  of  the  year  are; 

(a)  The  great  reduction  in  the  Respiratory  death  rate 
(Non- Tubercular  cases)  -  from  2* 5  per  1,000  to  0*87 
per  1,000. 

(b)  The  continuing  increase  in  the  Cancer  death  rate. 

(c)  The  large  number  of  notified  cases  of  Measles  (88) 
and  Whooping  Cough  (159)  without  a  single  death. 

(d)  This  year  the  death  rate  which  is  recorded  is  the 
crude  death  rate  and  not  the  adjusted  death  rate  as 
the  Registrar  General  is  not  this  year  supplying 
districts  with  a  comparability  factor. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  desires  that  the  report  should 
be  a  short  one  on  account  of  the  war,  giving  mainly  the 
statistics .

There  were  11  inquiries  held  by  the  Coroner  in  Wombwell 
during  the  year  (being  6*4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths). 

Post  Mortem  Examinations  were  carried  out  in  7  cases. 

Of  still  born  babies  (12)  there  were  10  interred  at 
Wombv/ell  Cemetery  and  2  at  Hemingfield  Cemetery.  The 
number  of  still  born  babies  notified  was  12.

MATERNITY  &  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

At  the  W ombwell  Infant  Clinic ,  where  49  sessions  were 
held,  there  have  attended  3787  children,  a  weekly  average  of 
77*3,  252  new  babies  have  joined,  226  of  these  being  under  one 
year  and  26  over  that  age.  The  doctor  examined  1104  children 
during  the  year,  an  average  of  22. 6  per  session. 

At  the  Jump  Infant  Clinic,  where  49  sessions  were  held, 

92  new  babies  have  joined  during  the  year.  84  of  these  being 
under  one  year  and  3  over  that  age,  there  were  1406 
attendances,  an  average  of  28*7  weekly,  and  470  were  examined 
b3r  the  doctor,  the  average  per  session  being  9*5. 

HOME  HELPS , 

This  system,  although  adopted  by  you  and  proved  to  be 
very  satisfactory,  is  very  little  used.

SANITARY  INSPECTOR’S  ANNUAL  REPORT,  1941. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Wombwell 
Urban  District  Council. 


Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  a  very  brief  report  of  the  work  carried 
out  in  the  department  during  the  year  ended  1941. 

TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  only  4  of  these  temporary  buildings  occupied 
within  the  district,  3  are  caravans  and  the  other  is  a 
small  bungalow  with  two  separate  bedrooms.  Legal 
proceedings  with  regard  to  the  caravan  occupied  at  Kitroyd, 
Jump  have  terminated  very  unsatisfactorily  and  the  tenant 
is  still  in  occupation,  though  a  daily  penalty  has  been 
imposed  by  the  magistrates. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

There  is  no  change  in  this  position.  The  percentage 
of  closets  on  the  water  carriage  system  is  9 8.5. 

DAIRIES  AND  COWSHEDS. 

There  are  14  farms  within  the  district  upon  which  milk 
is  produced.  One  Tuberculin  Tested  (Certified)  and  6 
Accredited  Licences  are  in  force. 

35  Visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises  during  the 

year. 

PURVEYORS  OE  MILK. 

There  are  22  purveyors  of  milk,  on  the  registers  which 
include  local  farmers. 

No  samples  of  milk  were  taken  either  for  bacteriolo¬ 
gical  or  chemical  analysis  during  the  year. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

There  are  11  privately  owned  slaughter  houses  but  none 
are  in  use  except  for  occasional  slaughtering. 

FOOD  PREMISES  AND  SHOPS. 

46  visits  were  made  to  premises  and  shops  where  food 
is  prepared  or  stored  for  sale  and  68  visits  were  made  to 
your  markets. 

Small  quantities  of  foodstuffs  submitted  for 
examination  were  dealt  with.  Condemned  food,  when  not 
used  for  stock  feeding,  was  destroyed.  It  consisted 
ehiefly  of  tinned  meat,  fruit,  vegetables,  fish,  soup,  milk, 
flour,  egg  substitute,  milk  powder,  cheese  and  small 
quantities  of  fresh- killed  meat. 
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NUISANCES. 

# 

Of  520  nuisances  investigated  and  needing  abatement,  456  were 
satisfactorily  dealt  with.  177  informal  notices  were  served  and 
132  were  complied  with.  They  consisted  of  minor  housing  repairs, 
defective  drainage,  hurst  water  services,  defective  sanitary 
fittings,  etc. 

SCAVENGING  AND  CLEANSING. 

This  is  carried  out  entirely  hy  the  Council’s  own  staff. 

During  the  year  3674  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  and  all  of  this, 
with  the  exception  of  a  few  loads  to  allotment  holders  and  the 
filling-in  of  an  old  shaft  at  Greenland,  was  disposed  of  hy 
controlled  tipping  at  Brampton  and  Jump.  It  is  estimated  that  the 
3674  loads  weighed  7762  tons.
